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CERTAIN REASONS 


AND ARGVMENTS OF PO. 
LICIE, WHY THE KING OF 
England ſhould hereafter give over all 
further Treatie, and enter into 


warre with the Spaniard. 
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For the firſt, which is, Leaving off all treaty. 


Ecauſe the Enolyh in all Treatics taken 
in hand with the Spaniard and the houle 
of Auſtria, and continued fo many yeares 
with ſuch labour and charges, hath not only 
bin vnfortunate, but alſo {cornfully abuſed 
by the Spaniard, who is exceedingly diſagree. 
ing from the honeſt mind and meaning of 
the Engliſh. For ſo many yeares while things 
ſtood ſtronger on the {1de of the Engliſh, no- 
thing hath been effected by treatie: and who 
can preſume that any thing will be cfte&ed 
now, when things ate brought into far worle 


The _y by ſcucn diuers Treaties and 
ath effected iult nothing in this 
cauſe, which coficernes the peace of Germany 


and the whole eſtate of his Sonne in law: 
1. In the yeare 1619. by the Earle of (arleil.

Belides, how many Curricrs haue beea lent : 
how maay letters written ? and what adoe 
ha'h. been ma. lc by ordinary Ambaſſadours 
and Miniiter;? 

2. The hoaorof che King and kingdome 
requires, that this tye of Treaties which the 
hauc bcen entangled 1a all this while, ſhould 
now be broken off. For if they ſhould con- 
tiaue that courſe which hath brought no be- 
nefit to eicher themſclues or to others , or to 
the common caule, who can exculc them 2 
Beſtdes, they ſhould expoſe themſclucs to c- 
tempt and {corne, by ſtumbling ſo often vn. 

ardonably at the ſame ſtone; with their 
friends and ſubic&s they ſhould bring them. 
{clues into ſuſpition and hate,by continuing a 
thing ſo dangerous; & to {trangers they ſhold 
not oncly increaſc the jll opinion which the 
world 
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world hath eonceiued of their ſecure cariage, 
bur alſo they ſhould giue all men good caulc 
to forſake them hereafter , if they ſhould 
chance to haue need of cho 

3. By Ireaties the Engliſh hauc not onely 
go! and gained nothing ; bur farther, all the 
Rulanetics of themſclues and their friends 
haue cucr gone backward to the worſe : rhe 
Spaniards going forward alyaics with a high 
looke and a brazen face, and d wiſcly making 
vic of the faire forewind of fortune, turning 
their countenance to the Enoltſh, and their 
mind to their owne aduantage. 

4. The meaning and {_o>e of the Spani- 
ard is directly o; ppoſire to thar of the Engliſh. 
For his eadcuour is by Trexics to circum- 
uent, to gaine tim?, to vado? his enemies by 
dclayes, ro akrance h's own? prof at and do- 
minion,to deſpiſe peace as perni ious to him, 
and his great power to nou-1lh warre, ec! peci- 
ally in Germania, where by the difſe 1210n of 
the Princes diverſity of Religion, & alliltance 
of his friends, he may be ſure not only tolole 
nothing, but to gaine, & to filth lately 1 in trou: 
bled waters. Bur the intention of the Engl: ſb 
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is honelt, viz, to giue peace ro Furope, and to 
cucry one his owne : neither doth he intend 
ro get benefit to himlelfe, & rule ouer others. 
And how can theſe contradictories be recone 
ciled by Treatics? 

5. The very adverſe - dothill interprer 
and take theſe treaties of the King,as if there- 
by he intended nothing elſe but to gain time, 
and to waite for the reuolution of fortune, or 
the occaſion of change, with a minde altoge- 
ther eſtranged from any peaceable compol1- 
tion , and onely pretending an intention of 
treating; as the Archbiſhop of Mentz doth in 
expreſle words write of the King to the Ele. 
tor of Saxon. P, OQob. 1623. The letters 
may be ſcene. 


Reaſons for the ſecond : Of wndertaking 


Warre with Opame. 


The faith promiſed mutually to one ano. 
ther,which they haue violated, the breakin 
of the couenants confirmed by ſolemne ſti. 
pulation, the iniuries offered, the deeds and 
Inſtruments of the coucnants falſified, and 
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ſuch like as theſe which follow : all or any 
one of theſe are eſteemed of all Nations iuſt 
cauſe of entring into warre. 

Now then mult we declare how faith hath 
been violated,and the ſolemne conditions of 
the League haue been broken by them. The 
laſt yeare a ſurceale of Armes for 15 moneths 
was propounded of the Spaniard, accepted of 
the Engliſh, and vpon certaine Articles ypon 
both parts agreed vpon, was fer downe in in- 
ſtrumeats, ligned and ſealed. Bur the Spaniard 
and their Complices , both ar the very time 
in which they ſcaled the Arricles, and allo af. 
rerward, did many wayes violate and pervert 
them, both by leauing out what was agreed 
vpon,& inſerting vvhart vyas not coucnanted 
at all. That Inſtrument of truce vvas exhibi 
ted and communicated inthe Empire in the 
moneth of March, many weeks before it was 
cither concluded or {1gned in England. In the 
mecting at Ixtterbock, to the end that the war. 
like —_ of the Princes of Germanie 
mighr be hindered, and in F{ungarie to Gabor 
that he ſhould nor ſtirre, it was exhibited 


long before it was concluded, as if it had bin 
fully 


fully concluded and ſcaled. And marke their 
cunning and falſe praCtiſe, by this exhibition 
of it, and a falſe perfwafion which they added 
ro it, that all things ſhould ſhortly be accom- 
modated, were the Princes of the Empire fo 
moued and perſwaded, that they compelled 
the Duke of Brunſwick to lay downe armes, 
and to depart out of the bounds of Germanie, 
denying him all prouifton and paſſage. Bur 
the Initruments of the Truce were not ſub- 
{cribed by the Engliſh, butin the 21 of April 
old ſhe, or the firſt of May new ſtile, and aft- 
tcr in the moneth of Augult ratified by the 
El:&or Palatine. Morcoucr in thoſc inſtru- 
ments and deeds giuen abroad thereto Gere 
manie by the other partic, theſe words in the 
third Article ( Declaring them enemies of the 
Empire and of our Allies ) wereleft out,as words 
that might giue iuſt cauſe of offence to the 
Princes of the Empire, when they ſhould ſec 
ſuch a hard declaration extorted and wrung 
out of the Engliſh. But in the inſtruments TA 
ned in England, thoſc words were exprelly {cr 
downe, notwithſtanding the exception made 
| againſt them bythe Kings Sonne 1a law.

2. In the laſt Article in their deeds, it was left 
out, T has the King of England fhould ſend his De- 
puties for the intereſt of his Son in law, when yec 
in that conſiſted the yery hinge and contro- 
ucrlic of the buſineſle, and the foundation of 
the mind and will of the King of England, as 
x is expreſſed in the zng//bin{truments. 
There is allo a fal/hood to be noted in the 


| ſub(cription of the day. Inthe Engliſh is cx- 


preſſed the 2.1 of Apr, Engliſh lile ; intheirs 
the firſt of May. Moe things may be broughc 
ro (hew,that there was cither falthood oreclſc 
double deeds. 
Furthermore, it was alſo expreſly prouided 
by way of caution, That all things ſhould a- 
bide in the Pa/atinate in the place and ſtate as 
they then were during the truce: that all aQs 
of hoſtilitic ſhould ccaſe : that neither Allies 
nor friends ſhould be offended, but that beth 
parts ſhould cnioy the peace of the League. 
But Spaniar.!3 and their Complices did & doe 
ftill in che time of the truce exerciſe all kinds 
of holtilitic, by contiſcating of their goods 
who hauc withdrawne themſelucs from the 
ruine ot their countrey,by aboliſhing religio, 
by dilmembring & transferring vacs 1 
the 


the betrer parts of the Palatinase, as was done 
with the Lordſhip called the Bergſtras, with 
the Dioceſles of Bleyenſteine and Nevenbane, 
& others ; by impoſing continuall ſcruitudes, 
and by often exrorting new contributions 
fro the oppreſſed ; by drawing our the bloud 
and foulc of the afflicted,and by walting and 
wearing out all the poore ſubiccts with their 
inſolent, tyrannie. The very Spaniards alone 
hauc in that part which they hold in the Pa. 
latinate impoled an exaction of aboue thirty 
thouſand Dollars a moneth oucr and aboue 
- the ordinary impofitions, Verdugo in his pro« 
poſition when he impoſed this cxaCtion, was 
notatfraid to afhrm, that it was done with the 
knowledgeand lufferance of the King of En- 


gland, 8 that he did co mouc the people. This | 


 extorſion hath now continued diucrs mo- 

ncths, and is yet {till exer. iſcd, Laltly the Spa- 
nzards aud cheir complices did ncuecr for all 
the truce lay downearms:s in the Empire, bur 
went on with yictorious warre againſt the 
friends of the King of En2/:44and his Sonne 
in law: yea we yet fcethem to proceed on {till 
{corning & breaking this league of rhe truce, 


making it a net to catch their encmics in. 
2.The 
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; 2. The Spaniard hath by force: andarmes 
poſlſeſt himſclfe of the Patrimony of the in- 
nocent infantsthe grand children of the King 
of England, hath calt his Daughter and Son 
inlaw our of all their eltares and dominions, 
and doth dctaine the Palatimate againlt the 
hope he hath given and promiſe which hee 
hath ſo ofr made of reſtoring it : he hath be- 
ſicged the Citic of F1 ankengale the Dowrie of 
his Daughter, & inv+dcd it in hoſtilemaner 
ncither would he yuuc hlafe to raiſe the ſiege 
at the molt carneſt entreaty of the King of 
Eng/ani . he compcllcd the forces of the king 
of England and his Generall ſent thither,to de- 
part out of the Palarinare, (coffing and deri- 
ding the protection of bng/and, by which hee 
had falſly perlwaded him that the Pa/atimate 
ſhould be {afe. 

3- Forlomuch as the Spaniard doth op- 
refſe the Allies and friends ioyned in wow i 
ration and bloud with the King, doth caſt 
them our of their dominions, & doth purſuc 
ahem with hothilicy cucn agaialt his faith gi- 
wen ; there 15 no other courle left ro help them 
bur by armes : creatics in this cale will prouc 
vnprofiaple. 
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4. Theſafcty of the King and kingdome 
requires warre. For it behoucs vs then to look 
to wur {clues, when our next neighbours hou- 
ſes arc on fire. Princes loſe both power and 
{ſtrength when their Allies do periſh, The en- 
crcaic of a potent neighbor whole friend(hi 
is vniafc,as it cannot be without iuſt ſuſpits, 
ſo is it alſo dang«rous and hurtful. The Wo 
of Germany now ready to pcrith,is to be relic- 
ucd ; and the conſeruation of ir doth greatl 
conccrae both the #ng.4i/b and all the Princes 
of Europe, Germ 4e 1s th< heart of Europe, for 
ſo Nature ſeems to haue placcd it ; the Palari- 
nate is the motion in the heart, according to 
thelawes. If Germaine as rhe heart be poſlcſt 
by the Spariard, who liriucs 10 get the domi- 
nion oucr all Exrope, the relt of the Princes 


ſhall not long draw or enioy any virtall life or | 


ſpirits. The hcart therefore mult be ſuccored, 
if you would haue the reſt of the members or 
the body to be ſafe. But by thele weake reme- 
dies of creatics you ſhal do no good:{tronger 
things areto be applycd, the dilcale {till ena 
crealing. * 

5. Neceſluie requires warre. Great prepa- 


rations for warte arc made by the Spaniard 
- here 
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here ncare at hand ; his mind and intentions 
are well cnough knowne... A-potent Priace 
makes no reckoning of friends when he finds 
opportunity to oppreſſe them. The Engliſh are 
now brought into that excremity by their 
owne forclaid counſels, that vnlcilc they do 
reucnt by war,they wil ſhortly be preuenced. 
The Spamard knows ful wel, that he may nat 
trult chem any longer, and thar itis the parr 
of an vawiſe man to |tay for the firlt blow, 
which is commonly the Crifis of the future 
war, by which we may take a __ the 
cucnt of it, which is viually oucrcomeby pre- 
ucnton and diucrſ1o, according to the faying 
of that prudenc King, Politicians ſay, that he 
which conlulcs ef breaking and making war, 


'; hath alrcady broken ; and that he is not well 


adviſed orwary enough, who neglects to pre- 
aent his enemy. The Spaniard who is natural- 
ly diſtrulttul,doth withour queltion conltrue 
& take this conlultation & alteratio of minds 
in Eng/anifor a breach and a war;and experi- 
ence will ſhortly ſhew it, if prudence take not 
place: but if he ſee the Eng/./b men remiſle, he 
wil ſay that chey want nor {tregrh bur corage, 
and that it is aſc feare that keeps them back. 
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'6. The King of England in the yeare 1627. 
the 12 of Nouemb. ſet downe the conditions 
of peace, 8& what he would haye to be obler- 
ued and kept by his Son in law,and {ent them 
rothe Emperor for his finall declaration; and 
did the withal proteſt of theefiufton of bloud 
that would tollow, & of the warre which he 
ſhould be compelled vnto if the Empcrour 
wold not ſubſcribe vnto thoſe coditions, Bur 
the Emperour and the Spaniard haue nor only 
deluded the conditions, but went boldly on 
with war againſt the innocent infants & the 
Kings bloud. And is henot now bound in 
honor to recoucr what he preſcribed by war 
which he threarncd and denounced, that the 
conditions were not performed, 

7. Suſpenſion of arms was promiſed at Vi- 
21.4 to the Lord Digby, who brought the Em- 
perors lettets with Hoa to Bruxcls concerning 
that bulineſle: yet by colluſton was the con- 
trary giuen in charge to the Infanta, and ſent 
thicher cicher beforeor at the ſame inlitant'in- 
ſomuch that that ſuſpeſton was changed into 
2 moſt crucll war; which was cx-cuted with 
the more immanity, becauſe the King of En- 
gland hath vndertaken the protection of the 

- Pala- 


| Palatinate, and was pleaſed to ftrengrhen and 
defend it with his own garriſons, And z when 
the Lord Digby had in the Kings name long 
and exceedingly ſolicited, but in vaine, the 
raiſing of the l1ege at Franckendale ; this an- 
ſwer was giuen him, That it was againſt the 
honor of the Spaniards to leaue a citie which 
they had once beſieged withour the cxpreſle 
commandment of the King of Spain.z.ln the 
very tme of the treaty at Bruxels,was Hendel- 
berg taken and ſpoiled. 3.1f he could not then 
obcain by treaties and cntreatics, a thing vn- 
certaine and ſubic to chance, & which was 
not in their hands, bar only in hope, wil reſti- 
tution of thoſethings which they are poſleſt 
of, be now procured by thoſe former means ? 
The Spaniards as they will doe nothing for 
louc, fo will they allo refuſe nothing when 
they are compelled by feare and force; as one 
of themlclues hath confeſled. 

8. The Prolcription which is the head of 
the cuils which hauc followed, by which the 
Kings ſon in law was declared intamous,& al 
his grandchildren pronounced fallen from al 
right of ſucceſſio,was molt carneltly {olicited 


by the Archduke A/bers,and was coulultcd of 
int 
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in the Spenifh Ambafſſadours houſe. And is 
therenotthen1ult cauſe tharthe Facherſhould 
by warre vindicate the honour of his Son 2 

9. The reſtitution of the Pa/atinare cannot 
be procured by treaty:for tl.is courſe hath bin 
often tried and vicd,cucn by the Prince him- 
{elfe, but cucr in vain. Therefore there is now 
no other meane to be vſcd, ſauc the way of 
warre. 

10. The honour of the King and kingdom 
requires,that now theſe wrongs be fought to 
be rizhted by warre,the lalt arrow in neceſli- 
ties quiuer, and the onely meanc now lefr of 
preſeruing reputation. He doch bur draw on 
new injuries, who ncgleCts ro reucnge the 
old,cſpecially ſo intollerable as haue been of- 
fercd co the Enz/iſb.Bur if now,attcr they hauc 
raiſed ſo good opinion & hope of themſclues 
in the world, they thould grow faint, and fall 
backc into their former lethargic,they ſhould 
loſe all faich and reputation. 1 ccafe ro ſhew 
how magnanimious Princes are morc bound 
in honour ro recouer the eltares of their 
friends which they hauc taken into their pro- 
tection,then their owne goods, 
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
